ECESS BY JULY I 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (AP)— 
Republican Senators lined up 
three-te-one today in favor of re- 
cessing or adjourning Congress 
by July 31. 

This was reported by Senator 
Young of North Dakota, after a 
conference of all Republican Sen- 
ators.

The Air Force has informally been given assurance by the 
Defense Department that it need not cut back orders for aircraft 
nor cancel or re-program existing orders to keep within the ex- 


penditure limitation. ; 

The Navy apparently has been 
given the same assurance, since 
the secretary, Robert B. Ander- 
son, told the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee that “the carry- 
over funds (which are those pri- 
marily affected by expenditure 
limitation) must remain available 
to pay for equipment previously 
ordered and considered an essen- 
tial part of our comprehensive 
program.” 

The Administration spending 
limit was established before the 
Army, Navy and Air Force were 
able to compute what the effects 
would be. Whether this was an 
arbitrary figure given by the 
Bureau of the Budget or was an 
estimate made by the Defense 
Department comptroller is not 
known. 

No Change in Budget. 

In spite of the unannounced 
removal of expenditure limitations 
on the Navy and Air Force, the 
Defense Department comptroller, 
W. J. McNeil, states there is no 
change in the defense budget. 
McNeil and others in the Defense 
Department now declare that the 
Air Force spending target is not 
rigid and that it might be in- 
creased if they can “get the com- 
bat planes they want and definite- 
ly need.“ 

Apparently the uproar which 
greeted the heavy cut-back in Air 
Force appropriations surprised 
the new Administration and it 
has given way, to a degree, while 
denying there is any change. 

The revised defense budgetary 
program of the new Administra- 
tion has been presented with ei- 
ther a lack of forthrightness or 
with such confusion and absence 
of information that it is difficult 
to form a judgment of its effect. 

“Our economy program,” Wil- 
son told the Senate, “is based on 
more effective defense for less 
money.” 

Wilson’s predecessor, Robert A. 
Lovett, a business man of excep- 
tional ability and integrity, com- 
bined with long experience in the 
Defense Department had been 


trying for a long time to reach 


previously established defense 
goals for less money. No one fa- 


, miliar with the defense program 


believes that Wilson is going to 
uncover any great savings which 
Lovett -overlooked. 

New Defense Claims. 

The removal of the expenditure 
limitation has enabled the Defense 
Department to make new claims 
concerning its program. 

Under Secretary of Defense 
Roger M. Kyes told the Pentagon 
press corps: 

“For June 1954 the new budget 
will produce 114 Air Force wings; 
under the Tfuman budget, while 
133 were scheduled, the best esti- 
mate is that only 117 wings would 
probably have been attained. This 
includes 17 troop carrier wings, 
whereas the new budget only in- 
cludes 12, thus giving it a higher 

percentage of combat types.” 

This is a remarkable feat. Here 
Is how it is being accomplished. 

Firstly, modern aircraft are de- 
fined so as to exclude the B-29, 
thus eliminating any additional

| B-29 wings from consideration as 
part of 133 wings. The United 
States has more than 2000 B-29s 
in storage and they are a more 
effective bomber for such a job as 
they are doing in Korea than the 
B-47 would be.

wings would probably have been 
attained” appears also to be based 
on manpower limitations pre- 
scribed by the new Administration 
and on lack of bases, the construc- 
tion of which was stopped by the 
new Administration. 
Program ‘We’ Want. 

In summary, Kyes said, Not a 
combat plane for combat units we 
want will be taken, out of produc- 
tion in fiscal 1954 or fiscal 1955 
due to lack of money.” 

The crux of this statement lies 
in the words “we want.” The 
statement merely means then that 
“we” have provided enough 
money for the program “we” 
want, 

“Lack of money” is not the rea- 
son for the implied impossibility 
of a larger air force buildup; it is 
lack of personnel, lack of bases, 
and lack of maintenance funds, all 
of which have been cut back by 
the new Administration. 

The limitation on expenditures 
announced by Wilson was prob- 
ably more severe than has been 
indicated. Expenditures can be 
estimated only by adding up edu- 
cated guesses as to how much of 
goods previously ordered will be 
delivered during the year, and 
the current expenditures for food, 
pay, clothing, travel, et cetera. 

Proposed Expenditures. 

Wilson’s plan, as announced to 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee, proposed expenditures of 
$43,200,000,000, the Truman bud- 
get estimated them at $45,500,- 
000,000, while the Defense De- 
partment estimated expenditures 
at 48 billiofs. There is reason to 
believe that the defense estimate 
was more accurate than the esti- 
mate of the Bureau of the Budget. 
In addition, a sum of somewhere 
between one billion and two bil- 
lion dollars has been added to 
cover the expenses of the Korean 


wer. 

If the figure of one billion is 
used for Korea, the expenditure 
limitation would cause a reduc- 
tion of somewhere between $3,- 
300,000,000 and $5,800,000,000, not 
$2,300,000,000 as indicated by the 
Defense Department. The great- 
est effect of the expenditure 
limitation falls on the Army and 
Air Force, while the Navy suffers 
comparatively mildly and claims 
that expenditure limitation can- 
not be administered anyway. 

If the reader is confused with 
these complexities, the Congress 
is in no better shape. The budget 
hearings, which are now going on, 
will continue in executive session. 
Some clarification may be hoped 
for when the defense appropria- 
tions bills reach the floor of 
Congress.

The text of his address follows: 

“About three weeks ago, the 
director of. mutual security, Mr. 
Harold Stassen, and I and our 
associates set out, at President 
Eisenhower's request, on a trip 
to 12 countries which lie in be- 
tween the Mediterranean in Eu- 
rope and China in Asia. I shall 
give you our country-by-country 
impressions and then our general 
conclusions. 

First, let me say that every- 
where we were well received. 
This was encouraging, for several 
of the countries feel that the 
United States policies have, in re- 
cent years, been harmful and even 
antagonistic to them. The Com- 
munists have vigorously exploited 
this feeling. They staged some 
hostile demonstrations, But these 
were ‘inconsequential, The gov- 
ernments received us with warm 
hospitality, and as we drove 
through the streets, the people 
usually greeted us with friendly 
smiles and applause. The political 
leaders talked intimately with us 
and we gained new friendships 
and understanding which will 
stand us in good stead for the 
future, Also in each capital I 
spoke to the entire body of United 
States foreign service personnel. 
They are a fine body of men and 
women of whom we can be proud. 

Importance of the Area. 

It is high time that the United 
States Government paid more at- 
tention to the Near East and 
South Asia which, until our trip, 
no United States Secretary of 
State has ever visited. Our post- 
war attention has been primarily 
given to Western Europe. That 
area was and is very important; 
byt not all-important, . 

It came as a surprising shock 
when the 450,000,000 Chinese 

ople, whom we had counted as 
riends, fell under Communist 
domination. There could be 
equally dangerous developments 
in the Near East_and South Asia. 
The situation calls for urgent 
concern. 

The area we visited contains 
about one fourth of the world's 
population. It represents about 
one half of the people of the 
world who are still free of Com- 
= 1 

ear East possesses great 
strategie importance, as the 
bridge between Europe, Asia and 
Africa. The present masters of 
the Kremlin, following the lead 
of past military conquerors, covet 
this position. In 1940 the Soviet 
leaders specified, in secret ne- 
gotiations with the Nazis, that 
Soviet “territorial aspirations cen- 
ter . . . in the direction of the 
Indian Ocean and. , , the Persian 
Gulf.”

Egypt and the Suez Base. 

Our first stop was in Egypt. 
There we had three days in which 
to get acquainted with Gen. Na- 
guib, who heads the government. 
He is a popular hero, and I 
could readily see why. He and his 
associates are determined to pro- 
vide Egypt with a vigorous gov- 
ernment which will truly .serve 
the le. Also, they seek to end 
the stationing of British troops 
and exercise of British authority 
at the Suez base. 

Before we arrived in Egypt, a 
very tense situation had developed 
between the British and the Egyp- 
tian governments. Conversations 
looking to an orderly withdrawal 
of British troops had been sus- 
pended and there was danger that 
hostilities would break out. 

We discussed the situation with 
Gen. Naguib. The heart of the 
trouble is not so much the pres- 
ence of British troops, for both 
sides agreed that they should be 
withdrawn, but the subsequent 
authority over and management of 
this gigantic base, its air strips, 
and its depots of supplies. Ex- 
perienced administrative and tech- 
nical personnel is needed to keep 
the base in operating efficiency 
and the provision of this person- 
nel causes difficulty. The matter 
has an importance which goes be- 
yond Egypt, for the base serves all 


near Eastern and indeed Western 
security. 
I am convinced that there is 
nothing irreconeilable between 
this international. concern and 
sovereignty. We asked, 
with some success, that there be 
further time to find a peaceful 
solation. The United States is 
prepared to assist in any desired 
way. 


Egypt stands at the threshold 
of what can be a great new future. 
If this Suez problem can be satis- 
factorily solved, I am confident: 
that Egypt can find the means to 
devefop its land and lift up its 
people, and add a new bright 
chapter to a glorious past. 

Israel, Jerusalem and Refugees. 

Next we went to Israel. We 
were impressed by the vision and 
supporting energy with which the 
people are building their new na- 
tion. Inspired by a great faith, 
they are now doing an impressive 
work of building a new nation. 
They face hard internal problems, 
which I believe they can solve. 
Furthermore, the Prime Ministér, 
Ben Gurion, and gther Israeli of- 
ficials asserted convincingly their 
desire to live at peace with their 
Arab neighbors.

LORD’S PRAYER 


REVISION REJECTED 
BY PRESBYTERIANS

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 2 
A year’s study of the Lord's 
Prayer by a Presbyterian com- 
mitteé, has resulted in a decision 
not to change its phraseology for 
use in the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States. 

The General Assembly of the 
church voted yesterday to accept 
the committee’s recommendation 
to retain the phrase, “Forgive us 
our debts, as we forgive our 
debtors,” and not substitute “For- 
give us our sins, as we forgive 
those who sin against us.” 

The recommendation was made 
after thorough study of the bib 
cal, theological, liturgical and e 
clesiastical aspects of the issue, 
the Rev. Donald F. Campbell, 
Stamford, Conn., said in his re- 
port as chairman.

Assistant Attorney General J. 
Lee Rankin told the Senate In- 
terior committee in an unusual 
night session last night that it 
would be unconstitutional to give 
coastal states police pewers over 
the “continental shelf” area. 

The committee is trying to 
speed up action on legislation 
spelling out the jurisdiction and 
regulation of the oil-rich area 
beyond the “tidelands” recently 
turned over to the states. 

Senator Price Daniel (Dem.- 
Tex.), who is leading the fight for 
extension of state powers, said 
the Government's original pro- 
posal to apply federal maritime 
law to the controversial area is 
“ridiculous on its face.” 

Daniel insisted that federal 
law was inadequate to handle the 
continental shelf. Rankin counter- 
ed with the suggestion that Dis- 
trict of Columbia laws should 
apply in civil actions. 

Such laws, he said, were pas- 
sed by Congress “and they ought 
o be all right.” He pointed out 
that they are type of federal 
law and preferable to state juris- 
diction in coastal areas. 

However, Rankin agreed that it 
“would be different” if Congress 
extending coastal state boundar- 
ies to include the continental 
shelf. 

Acting committee chairman 
Guy Gordon (Rep.-Ore.) predicted 
the group would approve the Ad- 
ministration’s request for a fed- 
eral law providing for jurisdiction 
by the end of the week.

Senator Douglas Seeking Slash

Senator Carlson (Rep.), Kansas, 
sought to get a two-thirds vote to 
suspend Senate rules to force ac- 
tion on his substitute amendment 
which would limit the firing au- 
thority to employes not holding 
civil service status. . 

But Democrats, led by Senators 
Monroney (Dem.), and Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, said this was 
no better than the original pro- 
vision. They have charged the 
proposals are designed to give 
Republican officials a free field 
to clear out career workers to 
make way for G.O.P.-political ap- 
pointees. 

Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, coun- 
tered that the Democrats never 
seemed to object to the authority 
when it was provided for the 
Senate and Commerce Depart- 
ment heads in Democratic ad- 
ministrations.
